judgment handed down in Supreme 
Court on Tuesday, Mr. Justice Frank 
Ford dismissed the action for the 
recovery of $1,160, brovght by 
Avgust Will against the Bank of 
Montreal. 

The judgment is regarded in legal 
and judicial cireles as one of the 
most far-reaching. and most import- 
ant ever made effective ‘in this pro¥- 
ince and is one that caused His Lord- 
ship much concern, as two prece- 
dents had to be contended with: One 
involving a decision of the House of 
Lords, 

In effect His Lordship had to de- 
cide whether the bank should be 
liable for the amount of a forged 
cheque of whether it should be 
charged to the account of the custo- 
mer who had originally signed the 
cheque, but for a smaller amount, 

In writing his decision, Mr. Jus- 
tice Ford. said, in part: ‘‘Whether 
I am bound to take the law, as laid 
down by the judicial committee of 
the Privy Council in ‘the case of Col- 
onial Bank of Australia versus Mar- 
shall, or whethet I can follow the 
House of Lords in the London Joint 
Stock Bank vs. McMillan, this much 
is clear; that if the bank, by the ex- 
ercise of that care and caution the 
customers has a right to expect from 


“it should or could have detected the 


alteration, the bank has no right to 
be indemnified by its custemer be- 
cause in that case loss has not aris- 
en-as a direct result of the custom- 
er’s negligence.’’ 

Continuing, His Lordship _ stated; 
‘In the case Colonial Bank of Aus- 
tralia vs. Marshall, Sir Arthur Wil- 
son said on this point, and it has 
been found that the bank could not 
by the exercise of ordinary care and 
caution, have avoided paying’ the 
cheque as altered’’ 

In the McMillan case, Lord Shaw 
speaks of the tampering being done 
in such a way that no man of ordi- 
nary skill can find the roguery out. 

One of the most important points 
stressed by His Lordship is as fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘T am told that although the 
House of Lords, 12 years after 
the advice given by His Majesty by 
the Privy Council, decided that the 
advice was wrong and based upon 
the apparent misunderstanding of 
some passages in the judgments in a 
previous decision. I am buund to} 
follow the advice so said to be er. 
roneously given, although the latter 
decision commends itself to my judg- 
ment as consistent with justice and 
sound in law and also I must wait 

1 the judicial committee of the 
Privy Council has spoken’ and recog- 
nized that the ords giver in 1896 
forthe advice then given to His Ma- 
jesty were wrong. It is said that all 
the courts in Canada can do is to re- 
sort to what may be doubtless, er- 
roneously termed the judicial subter- 
fuge of being astute to distinguish.’’

evidence before me, I cannot find that 
the bank was guilty of any breach of 
its duty to take care. I confess that 
with the knowledge I have from hear- 
ing the evidence, I can now detect al- 
terations in the cheque, but I cannot 
say that the bank was negligent in 
not detecting them and treating 
the cheque as gentine. Nor do I 
think that there were any circum- 
stances of suspicion’ surrounding the 
presentation of the bill, which should 
have led the manager necessarily to 
have exercised his right to postpone 
payment or demand the presentation 
of the pass book or the presence. of 
the customer. This was a_ righty 
which the bank was not bound to ex- 
ercise, although having regard to the 


size of the cheque and method used|~ 


in its presentation, the manager 
might well have taken time to make 
inquiries. He may, however, ‘have 
though that a man who had saved 
up so much money from his wages 
and had gone to see the Peace River 
country was buying a farm in which:

WAR LOAN AND 
VICTORY BONDS 


A Statement by the Minister of Finance 


»« 


N THE dark days of the War, Canadians loaned to the 

Government of the Dominion many hundred millions of 

dollars to enable the operations of the Allies to be carried 
to a successful conclusion. 


When Canadians loaned their money to the Government, they 
received bonds, which were promises to repay them the sum 
loaned with interest at the rate of 5% or 5'2% per annum. On 
the 1st of October next, $53,000,000 of these bonds become 
due; on the 1st of November, 1932, the maturity will be 
$73,000,000; on the Ist of November, 1933, $446,000,000; 
and, in 1934, $511,000,000 must be provided for. 


It would not be prudent, either in the interest of the security 
holders or the country itself, to wait until these loans become 
due before providing for their paymentorconversion. Action 
must be taken well in advance of the due dates to protect the 
credit of the country. The Government believes this an oppor- 
tune time to afford Canadians the opportunity to exchange the 
bonds, which they own maturing in the next few years, for new 
bonds of the Dominion of Canada carrying interest at the rat? 
of 419% per annum, which is a very attractive return. Prior to 
the maturity date of the present bonds, those who accept this 
offer will, of course, continue to be paid interest at the rate as 
provided by the bonds they exchange. 


Canadians who have always shown confidence in their country 
are earnestly invited to exchange the bonds they now own 
for bonds of the new issue. By so doing, they will render 
less difficult the task of providing for the future finances of the 
country, will enhance its credit and will greatly assist the 
Government inthe present period of worldwide readjustments. 


No money will be asked for and no new bonds will be sold at 
this time. It is proposed to limit the present conversion to 
$250,000,000, but the Government has the right at its discre- 
tion to increase the amount if Canadians indicate a general desire 
to continue their investments in the securities of their Dominion. 
The subscription books will close on the 23rd of May.
